he eAronment, Argument 


T: inflift puniſhment upon evill doers is no unholy thing ; 


But the troubers of the Church and State are evill doers ; 
theretore Lordly Biſhops being troublers of the Church and 
State ; it muſt needes appeare that they are evill doers, 
ſo lt mult neeccs of conſequence tollow, that to inflit puniſhment = 
pang Lordly Biſhops it is nounholy thing, butlawfull, jult, 
and right 
Tomi that it is Jawtull to puniſh evill doers, Saint Perer faith , _ 
That we ought to ſubmit our ſelves co the King, and to the governors 
{et over 11s by him for the puniſhment ot evill doers, 1 Percy 2. 13. 14. 
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And Saint Pww! faith, ifthou doe that which is evill bedffraid, for hee 
beareth not the {word in vaine;ftor he isa miniſter of Godzand a reven- 
gertofexerne wrath upon that man that doth evill, Row, 13,4. 

Toprove that the troublers of the Charch and State areevill deers, 
TheProphet [eremie faith, that the Lord is againſt them that Propheſic 
ſalfedreames, and doe tell them, and caufe the people to erre by their 
lies, and by their lightneſſe, as it is Jeremiah 23, 32, And how have 
our Lordly Biſhops and Prelatcs prophelied falle dreames, and endea- 
vored to corrupt the Church with errours ; and by their lies and light- 
nefſe troubled the whole land : nay, all the Kings Dominions, from 
conſideration 'whereot,that ſaying of Conſtantine is no more but juſtice , 
It the Biſhops ( faith he} move troubles, by my hand they ſhall bee pur 
wiſhed, for:myhand isthe hand of Gods Minitter. 


he office of « e office of a Biſhopis'to teach the People truth ; and to inſtru 
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Biſhop. ——t inthe 'waics of peace and love; Therefore our Lordly Biſhops 


who have ſetup lies and talſhoods in ſtead of Truthes, and have moved 
troubles in ſtead of Peace and Love > have much abuſcd that holy of- 
ficeunto which they pretend they are called, 

\ The Reaſon ( Th to inflift puniſhment upon the offending Lordly 
Biſhops is nounholy thing) is plaine: Becaule the Lordly Biſhops are 
movers of troubles in the Church and State. 

'T. They have beene movers of tronbles in the Church , both by their 
eſtabliſhing of Popiſh Ceremonies; and by their Lordly Gover- 
ment. 

By their e(tabliſhing' of Popiſh Ceremonies; by binding the conſci- 
ences of men tothe obfervance of them : as ſetting up of Alters, Tma- 
ges, and Crulifixes, wearing of Surpluſes, bowings, Chringings and 
the like : Ot which Saint Pas! warned the Coloſſi.ins to take heede of, 
ſaying, beware leaſt any man ſpoyle you through P:1yloſophy and 
vaine deceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudiments of the 
world, and not after Chriſt, And Saint {1mbroſe ſaith, thatby good 
right, weareto\condemne all new things that Chriſt hath not taught, 
evenall ſuch thingsfaith he, are to be judged deteitable, and to bee de- 
fied, 

By their Lordly goverment, in filenſing and puniſhing holy Mini- 
ſters, and negleQing and paſling by the too great abules of others, of 
whom the Prophet Ez2kie! (peakes (ſaying) will ye pollute me among 
my-people for handfulls of barley, and for pecces of bread, to lay the 
ſouksthat ſhould not die, -and to ſave the ſoules alive that ſhould not 
live,Ezckie! 13.19. and as thc Prophet Glalachy {peakes, now wee 
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call the proud they that worke wickednefſe are ſer up, 
Malachi, 3.15. It is not long fince we might have taken parewith _ 
Sint eA*ſtin in his lamentation, nay the timeof comfort doth now In his 119 
conſiſt chiefly in hope; This thing aith he, doth greeve mee, that ſo =P'/e- 
many things wholeſomely commanded inthe holy Scriptures, are not 
regarded, and that our times are full of ſo many preſumptions, that he 
hath beene more ſharpely puniſhed which with his bare feet hath 
* touched the earth in the oRtavas, then the drunkards, &c. 

II. They have alſo been movers of troubles in the State,and that both 
with our neighbour nations, and alſo among our ſelves. 

By troubles with our neighbour nations; in fo much that had not *; 
God beene mercifull to us, our land ere this might have beene a wofull How they 
deſolation, with our ſtreets full of blood , and our telds full of dead have tromw- 
vnburied Carkafſes , whileſt wee having our Swords embruda,n 5/cd the 
the bloud of our neighbouring united nation of Scorland, and their State, 
ſwords alſo perſed into our tides ; all being the ſubjefts of one 
King: Inthe middeſt of this woefull tragidie, we might have beene all 
ſurpriſed by a forraine enemie z witneflc that great ſpaniſh fleet, with 
all their munition, wives, and children : But ever bleffed bee our good 
God who hath preſerved us, 

By troubles amongſt our ſelves, by compelling to ungodly, and m- 2, 
Jawfull oathes, by abuſes in their unjuſt proceedings in their Courts ; 

but we now hope to ſee theſe cockaticeegpes cruſhed to peeces. 

Excellent is that ſaying of Cyrill,we travill faith he, earneſtly in this ,,, c,; 
thing above thereſt, that the Eccleliaſticall eſtate may remaine ſure, in ,,7,; dof 
ſuch ſortas is ſeemely for the glory of God,and fit for our times;that it 
may continue in peace and tranquility by common conſent withont 
varience, that it may be quiet in Ecclefiaſticall matters, that godly re- 
ligion may be preſerved, and that thelife of ſich as are choſen into 
the Clergy and Priz{thood, may be ceare from ſcandall. 

Letus bat conſider what the ifſue of their proceedings might pro- The exdo 
duce; ſhould they have'gone on in bringing Popiſh ceremonies, ſaper- ;hejy /ere- 
ſtition and Idolarry into the Church, as may appeare by their jeſtures, yox;es, 
by their ornaments,and by their ations, 

By their jcltures, in their bowings, and adorations before the Altar, r, 
with tneir faces towards the Eaſt, or at thename Jeſa*, as if God was 
incloſed in the Altar; as if the Eaſt were taller of Gods Majeſtie then 
th: Weſt, or other patts : Andas it the name Jeſus wits above or be» 
tore the name of 1chovah, all which is Idolaty and ſaperſtitious. 
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.\ By; their ornaments, -Inthatthey would-make us beleeve that ho- 
lineſſe is in +hie Surplice; Cap, Tippet;or Cope, above other garments: 
that the Altar is holierthen the rett of the Temple ; and that the Tem- 
Pe walls make them people holy. And by theſe ceremonies our 
orly Biſhops and Prelates would have us to worſhip God, which is 
nothing but Idolatry and ſuperitition: therefore ſaith the Prophet Jere- 
miah, Truit ye not inlying words ſaying, the Temple of the Lord, the 
Temple of the Lord, are thele, /cr.7. 4. 
By theiraGtions, In that they afſume to themſelves Lordly titles, and 
rule over other Minitters 5 which our Saviour Chrriit reprooveth tay- 
ing ;. if any mandeſire to be firft, the ſame ſhall bee Iaſt of all, and fer- 
vant toall, Mark? 9.35. This indeede is the praftiſe of that great 
Idoll of Rem? the Pope, But oh thatall our Lordly Biſhops, and idle 
Prelates would call ro minde that ſaying of Saint Aſtin, O brethren 
moſt deare (faith hee) If thebelt ot men at the la(t day of Judgement 
ſhall ſcarſebe able to give an account tor themſelves, what ſhail become 
of our Idle Lordly Biſhops, and dumbe Prelates; at whoſe hands fo 
many ſoules ſhall then be required, 
Theſe ſuperſtitious ceremonies belong to Rome, that great whore of 
' Babylon ; but our reformed Churches cannot digeſt them: It hath been 
found recorded inthe ancient records of Lond-n remaining in Guild 
Hall, that when King Lacizs (ent to Rome to Elutherins the Pope, to 
know the cuſtomes, a and there eſtabliſhed ; that ſo the ſame might 
be praiſed herein England, he received this anſwer: ye may faith he re- 
je& the lawes of Rowe, but the lawes of God can ye not reje&, ye have 
received faith he,(through the Grace of God) the lawes of God and the 
Do&rine of the faith of Chriſt into your Kingdome ; you have thewld 
and new Teſtament in your Realme; take out of them by the grace of 
God, and adviſe of your ſelves a law, and by that law , through Gods 
ſufferance rule your Realme,But be you Gods Vicor in that Kingdome 
but bleſſed be the Lord who hath put it into the Kings heart fo to doe 
without ſending to Rome, for ſhould wee not have ſent to Rome for 
lawes of diſcipline , we ſhould have found Etutherivs dead, and in 
ſtead of his grave counſel! , nothing but Idolaty and Superttition : 
and if our Lordly Biſhops had not ſuch counſel! from Rowe, I won- 
der how they met with all their Romiſh Ceiemonics : But now 
happie isthis our Kingdome fince our gratious Kirg doth now adviſe 
with his ſubje&s in calling that honorable and happie afſembly* of 
Parliament; to eſtabliſh the lawes of this our Realme, according > 
the 
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the waves of God written in his holy word and that fince the Paſtor's 
are become brutiſh, and have not ſought the Lord, /erminh x0, 2x.0ur 
acious King himſelfe is the true Vicar of God, and maintayner of 
is holy lawes ; allowing no lawes in his Kingdome but the lawes of 


Yet albeit theſe prophane Prelates, ( as Calvin faith) would turne 7 his co. 
and withdraw us from under this goverment, yet will wchold ent on 1 
our ſelves faſt unto it, becauſe we affuredly know our 13.13, 
ſelves to belong toit; and leave them to your 
Majeſties further conſideration, and to 
the high and Honorable afſem- 
ly of Parliament,
